The Embroylers of 
Affairs, and the Water-bearers take u 
with the 7zntners; and the Brokers with 
the Jews, Upon the whole matter the 
policy of Hell is admirable, where eve- 
ry man has his place according to his 
condition.

In one point, however I 
muſt needs acquit the Phyſician 3 Ye 
know that the ſtile of right Honourable, 
and right Worſhipful, which was hereto- 
fore appropriate onely to Perſons: of 
Eminent degree and Quality, is now in 
our days uſed hy all ſorts of little peo- 
ple Nay the very Bare-foot Friers, that 
live under Vows of Humility and Morti- : 
fication, are ſtung with this Itch of Title 
and YVain-Glory, And your ordinary 
Trades-men, as Vintners, Taylors, Maſons, 
and the like, , muſt be all dreſt up for- 
ſooth in the Right Worſhipful * whereas

The Lecber, and the 
Epicure, perſwade themſelves that they 
have gotten the Fleſb , and that's the 
Devil too; and in fine, thus it fares 
with all other kinds of Extravagants, 
But what's He there, faid I, that ap- 
pears 'in ſo many ſeveral ſhapes ? and 
fights agairiſt the: other three > That 
(quoth Death) is the Devil of Money, 
who maintains that He himſelf Aloze is 
Equivalent 'to them Three , and that 
wherever He comes, there's no need 
of Them. Apgainſt the World, He argues 
from their own Confeſſion, and Expe- 
rience : for it paſles for an Oracle; that 
There's wo World: but: Money; He that's 
okf of Money, 's out:of the World. Take 
away 'a man's Money, and take away bis 
Life. Money anſwers All things. Againſt 
the ſecond Enemy, he pleads.that Money 
is the Fleſhtoo: witneſs the Girles and 
the Gammedes it procures, and main- 
tains. And againſt the Third, He urgey 
that there's nothing to be done with» 
put this Devil of Money, Love does 
ef much 
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much but Money daes All : And Maney 
will make the Pot boyl, though the Devil 
piſs in the Fire. So that for ought I fee, 
(quothT) the Devil of Money has the 
better end of the ſtaffe. | 
Aﬀeer this, advancing a little further, 
I faw on One hand, Judgment; and Hell, 
on the other (for ſo Death called them) 
Upon the ſight of Hell, making a ſtop, 
totake a ſtricter Survey of it, Death askt 
me, what it was I look't at?

under the Table. | 
The Necromancer went on with his

Many there are that make a very 
Idol of it, they admire, they adore it, 
tempting and' perſecuting all people to 
take it, and the bare mention of it, puts 
them into an Extaſie. In the Smoke, it 13 
a Probation for Hell, where another day 
they muſt Endure Smoking 3 Takenin 
Powder, at the Noſe, it draws upon Touth 
the Incommodities of old age , in the 
perpetual Annoyance of Rhenx , and 
Drivel, 
' The Devil of S#bornation came next, 
which was a good complexion'd, and a 
well timber'd Devil : to my great A- 
mazement I muſt acknowledg, tor had 
never ſeen any Devils till now, but what 
were Extreme Ugly. The Air of his 
face was ſo familiar to me, that me- 
thought I had ſeen it in a Thouſand ſe- 
veral places; ſomctime under a Veil, 
| ſome- 
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ſometime open 3 now under one ſhape, 
and then under another. One while 
he call d himſelf Chzld's-play; Another 
while, Kind Entertainment ; Here, Pay- 
ment; there, Reſtitution ; and in athird 
place, Almes: butin fine, I could never 
learn his right Name. I remember in 
ſome places I have heard him call'd 1#- 
heritance ; Profit, Good Cheap ; Patri- 
mony, Gratitude, Here he was call'd 
DoFor 3 there, Batchelor.

To turn Saucineſs, aud Importunity 
zxto Merit z Example into Neceſlity 5 
To give Law to Succeſs; Authority to 
Infamy; and Credit to Inſolence. T have 
the Tongues of all Counſcllers at my 
Girdle, and they ſhall ſpeak, neither more 
wor leſs then juſt as T pleaſe. In ſhort, 
That's Eaſie to me which others account 
Impoſſible, and while T live, ye need ne- 
ver fear either Virtue, Juſtice or Good 
Government in the World, This Devil 
of Subornation, that talks of his Lie- 
tenancy, what could heever have done 
without me? He's a Raſcal that no 
Perſon of Quality would admit into his 
Company, if I did not fit him with 73- 
Zors, and Diſexiſes, Let him hold his 
Tongue then, and know himſelf; and 
let me hear no more of thoſe Diſputes 
about the Liextenancy of Hell, for T have 
Lucifer's Broad Seal to ſhew for my Title 
fot.

Truſty, and well belov'd, the Uſurers, 
the Revengeful, the Envious, axd all 
Pretenders togreat Places, and Digni- 
ties : And above all Others, with the Hy- 
pocrites, who are the moſt Powerful Im- 
peftors in Nature , and ſo Excellently 
skill'd in their Trade, that they ſteal 
away People's Hearts and Souls at the 
Eyes, and Ears, inſenſibly, and draw to 
themſelves Adoration, and Reward. 

Item; We do further Order, and 
Command, that all Care poſſible be ta- 
ken for the maintaining of Blabs, 1r- 
formers , Incendiaries, and Paraſites in 
- all Conrts, and Palaces, for thence 
comes Orr Harveſt, 

Item; That the Bablers , Tale-Bear-
